Eorge Pye, ABayliffs Follower, was Indicted, Arraigved; agi\Tryed for 
(3 killing FdÞ4rd Gres aButches, ir Hungerford=1Market, gn the 11th of 
this Inſtant Febrzary ; the manner (as appeared in Cottrt upon Evi- 
dence) was as followeth - The Fatherof the Prifoner having a Mar-

Henry Couley was Indicted and Tryed for a Robbery committed upon Ma- 
ry Glaſcock upon rhe Kings High-way, vi et Armis of two Hoods, but the Rob- 
bery not being ſufficiently proved by reaſon of a DefeCQ in the Evidence , he 
was acquitted. 

A Woman was likewiſe Tryed for Marrying a ſecond Husband during the. 
Life of the former, but the Evidence failing to prove the latter Marriage, ſhe 
was acquitted, : 

Edward 0den was Indicted for Stealing Linnen, Pewter and other things in 
White-Chappel, on the 7th Inſtant, from one James Willit, of which upon 1ry- 
al, the Proof being poſitive, he was convicted.

ſohn Price was this morning brought into Coutt, as having formerly re- 
fuſed to plead, and upon that occaſton ordered to the Preſs, but after ſome 
periwaſtons, he pleaded Not Guilty, but it being proved againſt him he was 
Burnt in the Hand. 

Iohn Amos was Indicted for Robbing Richard Weft of Fifty pounds 
in StIver, and Seaven or Eight pieces of Gold ; it being Evidently pro- 
ved that entered the Houſe, and there opening a Trunk or Desk, cook. 
out the Moneys , ſome of it being found 1n his Cuſtody , whereupon he 
was found Guilty, and Burnt in the hand. 

Elizabeth Brown being Tryed for Stealing a Diamond Ring, a plain one, 
which ſhe fold to a Goldſmith in the Strand for a conſiderable value, ſhe 
was found Guilty , but ſhe not being above Twelve Years of Age, the 
Court took pitty of her, and upon conſideration fet her by tor Tran- 
ſportation. 


. After this , the Court proceeded io 3ve Sentence upon John Clark, convid#- 
ed for a Felleny and Burghlary, and John Maiden, againi# whom there was 
ſeveral Indi@ ments, they having been both Burnt in the Hand formerh. 


Eleven were Burnt in the Hand - Three to be Whip'd : Two to be 
Tranſported : And One Fin'd Twenty Marks as being found Guilty of a 


Treſpaſs. - 
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
